That the water is 
of great depth, may be judged by its deep- 
green color, Some have impoted this singular 
greenness to the reflection of the foliage on the 
bani.s, which would be more reasonable if the 
colar were not the same in Winter; bot doabt- 
less the true reason is that which alse spplics 
to the green hue of the ocean—the color of the 
river being deepened probably by its flowigg in 
« cl.esm almost, between banks from two to 
thre « hundred feet in height. 

A rude estimate of the depth of the river 
belois the Falls may be made in this manner. 
Mr. \Vare, who hes kept the Ferry for 17 years, 
says that arise of the water of “ one foot on 
the ta» of the Falls, wili, by actual measure- 
ment, aise the river seventeen and o half feet 
below.’’

FROM HORACE MANN © LECTORE ON THE * POWERS

PRON A YOUNIS LEYS PIER, 


Dr. Castle commumiestes to the Boston Me- 
dical and Surgical Journal, the following luge 
nious method, devised by him, for extricaing s 
young lady's @nger from a ring which was too 
email for ber.

“ An interesting young lady about seventeen 
years of age, had presented to her « gold ring, 
which she forced over the joints of ber miidle 
finger. After a few minutes the finger com- 
meneced swelling, sad the ring could not be re 
moved. The family physician was seat for, but 
could do nothing. The family, amd the young 
lady especially, were now in the con- 
sternation. A jeweler was sent for. After 
many futile attempts. cut the ring with cut- 
ting-nippers, and to saw it apart with « Gne saw, 
aed after bruising and lacerating the flesh, wart 
fomentations and leaches were applied, bet all 
without affording the slightest benefit. I found 
the young lady ia a most deplorahle state of 
mental agony, the doctor embarrasse:!, and the 

family in a high state of excitement. .! pro 
cured some prepared chalk, and applied it be 
tween the ridges of swollen flesh, and all aroand 
the finger, and succeeded im drying the oozing 
and abended @esh; then, with a narrew piece of 
soft linen, I succeeded in polishing the ring, by 
drawing it gently round the ring between the 
swollen parts. I them applied the quicksilver 
to the surface of the ring. In less than three 
minutes the ring was broken (by pressing it to- 
gether) in foar pieces, to the great relief of all 
parties 

«The quicksilver at once permeates the gold, 
if clean, and amalgamates with it. it mame 
diately crystallizes and renders the metal as 
bard and as brittle as glass. THence the case

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A FEW BINTS ON THE PLANTING 


or 
ORNAMENTAL TREES. 
Now that the antuma is already bere, and 


and brilliant tints which she throws over wood- 
land and forest, reminding all who possess 
town or country residences of the season of or- 
namenting their grounds, er the svenucs in 
front of their dwellings, we may embrace this 

opportunity to offer a few hints to young plant- 
ers, and those who are experienced in such 
work, upon the proper mode of performing 
these operations, in order te guard then: 
against the popular notions which prevail in 
this matter. 

Any time about the apason of planting in au 
tumn or in spring, bat more particularly the 
latter season, for it is then thas most individuals 
think of such work, hundreds of elms may be 
seen exposed in the streets of any of our large 
country towns or cities. They are large, of 
course —small ones would never make © tree, 
at least in the lifetime of such s fast people as 
ours—for a man who should set out « tree 
less than twenty feet high, and ever expect to 
sit under its shade, would hardly be considered 
sane. 

These elms are brought in loads from some 
distance in the isterior—perhaps twenty or 
more miles—and as they must be sold cheap, 
it will not do to take much pains with them. 
They are hauled out of their native soil by the 
aid of chains and an ox team, with the loss of 
half of their roots. The next day they are load 
ed up, and the third carried to the best market. 
The day is hot, the sun scorching, and the wind 
parching, but they are nothing bat elm trees, 
aod will receive no great damage. After a 
weary » of twenty miles, the owner hauls up 
at some pablic place—if in Boston, probably 
in front of the Exchange. omers at first 
appear slowly ; morning passes away, noon, and 
afternoon, and oaoly half a dozem are sold out 
of the lot of twenty or more. The disappoint- 
ed owner ¢rives off to reappear agai the next 
day. But the tree or the roota, look dry, and 
must be refreshed. The nearest pump gives 
the supply ot water, and « tew pailsful gives the 
ply whic) ther so much need. Another

xnows, at least they think they do, how to plant 
an tree; ly our advice 
may be ¢ N ding this, al! 
may not knew how to do the work in the best 
manner; and we write for the inexperienced, 
mot the professiona! man. 

The tree is not a post, and will require room 
not only for the roots which it already has, bat 
for those which are to grow. If there is much 
planting to do, and a gardeper can be had, he 
should be called in; but if only a few, and the 
man is not to be fuund, the inexpenenced 
must proceed with the work. When streets are 
made, all the loam is generally carted off, and 
little is left except the hard gravel, sand or clay. 
Of course, a tree will not thrive much in either 
of these. When trees are to be planted in such 
places, s large hole, six feet in diameter, should 
be dug, and eighteen inches deep; and to fil! 
in around the roots, at leest two-thirds as much 
good common earth should be procured as was 
thrown out, the other third being filled in at the 
surface from the best of that which was thrown 
out, unlessclay, For want of uch good soll, ban- 
dr@is of trees die before the ead of the second 
year. Fill iu the earth so as to leave no 
crevices among the roots, and finish the opera- 
tion by gentiy treading the surface. 

8. Arrea-Tasaruent.—The may be 
good, and the planting well done, but their 
growth wil! be jast in proportion to their subse- 
quent care or neglect. Generally they are left 
to take care of themselves. But this should not 
be. Every «priug they should have the surface 
soil well dug, (unless in a paved street,) for a 
space of two or more feet all round the tree, 
and this space should be kept stirred two or 
three times during the first and second seasons 
at least,—if-longer the better. They may also 
bh me good manure dug ip, if it is conveni- 
For the want of such care the surface of 
the grouod becomes hard and almost impervious 
to water, or is choked up with grass and weeds 
which drink up ali the moisture that should go 
to the roots of the trees. Take two trees, treat 
the one as we advise, and let the other take care of 
itse; you will soon see whieh makes the largest 
tree. Our remarks, it will be seen, are mostly 
intended for trees in streets or avenues 
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ent.
